REPEATED TO YOU. IT OCCURS TO US THAT WORK OP MOSCOW 
EMBASSIES MIGHT BEST BE DIRECTED TO TYPES OP ISSUES 
RAISED BY UK (SEE USNATO REPORTS) ON SOVIET PERCEPTIONS 
OP DETENTE. RESULTS OP TALKS COULD THEN BE FACTORED 
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INTO OVERALL SPC EFFORT, PRESUMABLY BY GERMANS THROUGH 
THEIR SPC REP.
